°, Airfield end sir ectivity in Pu ustevt { (420 17° NN, ree Shae 51 E): 
The tustavi airfield is “adjacent 4 to the railroad extending from 
Jacumi to Beicu vie Tiflis. Phe ecitv and industrial areas are 
on one side of the Kura river between the ratiroad and the 
river, and the wirfleld and a few tank naneuvering areas are 
on the other side of the railroad end savey from the eity. Tne 
til December 21949 no hangars or larco venair sheds could be 
seen on the field, and only a few cid binlanes were in evidence, 
The usnal direction of vlanes landine and taking off from the 
field wes Tiflis, only a few Kizomceters eway, Onee in early 
July 1949 terget practice with a towed slesve Saxvget took 
place, but the tow plane came from another sirfield, In summer 
L949 and to a preater extent in December 1949 modern planes 
flew almost deily over Rustavi. Thev are deseribed as jet 
Dianes. They came from Tiflis, circied over Fustavi et an altie 
tude of a few hundred meters, end left in the direction of 
Tiflis. These vlenes never “Landed on the Rustavi airfield. 


3-2 Concentrated vnarachute jumpine (avery day for several weeks) 
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takes wlace irrerulerly. At such times two vlanes are con 
stantiy in the air from sunrise to sunset. The jumoing vrac~ 
tice is conducted for civilians not for military perscnnel, 
Jumns are made from two seater ointlanes, and the time of des~ 
cent is ebont three minutes. The varachute end a small aux- 
ilierv ehute oven immediately after the jump, with the suxiliary 
chute remaining so little to one side, Civilians, women as well 
as men, receive 2 dioloma and a medal after 5-7 jumps. Accord

4. Rustavi armored tank unit training area: West of the airfield 
and adjacent to it is an armored tank training area. The unit 
complement of about 300-400 men is lodged in two smell tent 
encampments. From a distance the tanks resemble T-34's or an 
improved model of that type. Tank training took nlace from 
Aupust 1°49 to Setober 1049

5. Rustavi nitrogen factory: The nitrogen factory, now under 
constriction, is east of and adjacent to the airfield. The area 
borders directly on the railroad and is cnvosite or above the 
Arkhi railroad station. In July 1949 the first German CV's were 
assigned to start building end in autumn 1940 many FSC (sie) (Pzu?) 
students arrived to heln with construction. These young stud- 
ents, identified by blue organizational uniforms, are volitical- 
iv treined and are sent to receive practical training. They 
are extremely poor workers, Unon completion of the practical 
training veriod these students reportedly have the right to 
pick their nrofession. By December 1949 only one large build= 
“ng had been completed, and nrcduetion had not been started.
